Extract from the regifters of the 
refolutions of their High Mightineflefs the States 
General, of Wednefday the 2d of Auguft, 1786. 

Meff. de Spaan de Hardenftein and others, de- 
puted by their High Mightineffes for the foreign af- 
fairs, save, in conformity to their refolution, exami- 
ned a nemorial from Mr Thulemeyer, Envoy Extra- 
ordinary from his Pruflian Majefty, relative to the 
interior ‘djffentions of the Republic, in confequence 
of which they have reported to the Aflembly that 
they are of opinion the following anfwer fhould be 
given to the above memorial. 

«¢ That their High Mightinefles with fentiments 
of the moft lively gratitude and confideration recei- 
ved the aflurances of fincere friendthip, which it plea- 
fed his Majefty of Prafhia to exprefs for this Repub- 
lic, and his approbation that a power who takes an 
equal concern in the welfare of thefe provinces has 
manifefted a defire to have the interior tranquillity re- 
eltablithed. 

“© That their High Mightinefles look upon the 
declaration of his Prufhan Majeity, that he will not 


meddle in the interior concerns of this Republic as , 


a convincing proof of the intereft he rakes in the pre- 
fervation of the liberty and independence of the 
State, and that on their parts they would ufe the ut- 
molt endeayours to follow the good counfels his 
Profan Majetty, and other friendly and neighbour- 
ing powers, by as {peedily as pothble re-eftablithing 
concord and internal tranquillity, “and to take parti- 
cular care that no attempt be made againft the rights 
and prerogatives of his Highnefs, which their High 
Mightinefles ferioufly with to fee eftablithed upon as 
folid foundations as they were originally built upon. 

** That their High Mightineiles defire nothing 
more ardently than to be able to teltify the high va- 
Jue they fet upon the friendthip of his Pruffian Ma- 
jelty of the fincere part they take in the luftre of his 
glorious reign, and the profperity of the defcendants 
of his illuftrious Houfe, to which the Republic have 
the honour of being particularly allied,” &c. 

** Mefi. Spaan de Hardenftein, and other depu- 
ties of their High Mightineffes for foreign affairs, 
have examined a memorial of Sir James Harris, 
Envoy Extraordinary from the King of Great Bri- 
tain, containing a declaration of fentiments refpecting 
the prefent fituation of the Republic, in confequence 
of which they have reported the following to be a 
proper anfwer to be given to the faid memorial, viz. 

** That their High Mightinefles received with 
the livliclt gratitude the aflurances of frieridfhip te- 
{tified by his Britannic Majefty to this Republic, 
of his defire to renew the good harmony between 
jhe two eftates interrupted for fome time by unhap. 





py divifions, and parcicularly for the part his Maje- 
fty takes in the exterior and interior tranquillity of 
thefe provinces and the fuport of the conftitution of 
the Republic. ' i 

«* That their High Mightineffes look wpomit-as’a 
fieth proof of friendithip, the generous déclaration of 
his Majefty expreffed in the memorial of Sir James 
Harris, that his Majefty would think the interven-° 
tion of any foreign power in the interior affairs of this 
eftate, as a dangérous example for its tranquillity and 
independence, and that his Majefty wifhes on the 
contrary, that the direction of affairs may ever reft 
in the hands it was confided to by the “conftitution 
eltablifhed by the unanimous concurrence of the 
the whole nation. 

‘* That this declaration of his Majefty is of the 
greater importance to their High Mighrineffes, as 
they have always held, and hall always’ hold» thofe 

inciples as the invariable foundation on whieh telts 
Wriberty, indepence, and tratiquillity of the Re- 
public, and as fuch their High Mightineffes will e- 
ver maintain it with all their power. 

“* That their High Mightinefles defire nothing 
more in this equality of fentiment than on their parts 
to give proofs of the value they fet upon the friend- 
thip of his Majefty, and of their fincere defire to pre- 
fer the relations between the two neighbouring pow- 
ers, and to render them reciprocally advantageous.”

Utrecht, Aug. 22. Lait Thorfday our burghers 
gave the deputed council to underftand, that any

In the middling clafs, the inhabitants com- 
plain that they are not numerous enough to fupport 
ie ~ 


3dly. That the want of fuch a patriotic fand, 
would abfolutely prevent the re-eftabliftmment of the 
conftitution, as that happy revolution wilt naturally 
occafion much previous expence. 

4thly. That the want of a fund might render a- 
bortive all the fteps hitherto taken 

And sthly. That by means of a patriotic fand, 
they would be enabled to fupport the defenders of 
that party, if they fhould be in danger of being op- 
preffed.

In- 1744, he entered Bohemia, 
and took Prague, but was foon obliged ro abandon 
it. He declared war againit Poland. In 1745, he 
defeated the Auitrian and Poles in Silefia. ‘Took 
Caffel. Defeated the Auttrians at Standentz. 
Peace with Auftria and Poland was figned at Dref- 
den. In 1747, he granted great privileges to the 
Proteftants that had fettled in his dominions. In 
1755,-he was obliged to go to war with Hungary, 
France, and Sweden He took Leipfic, and de- 
feated the Auttrians at Lowofchetz. He compell- 
ed the ‘King of Poland to deliver up his whole army 
to him at Pirna, and took poffeffion of Drefden. In 
1757» he obliged all his nobility to part with their 
fervants that were capable to bear arms. He defeat- 
ed the Auftrians near Prague ; but was defeated by 
the Anftrians near Schwiednitz, who afterwards 
took that city.
